T M. Montiliy has been tenching eurhyth-
mica ut the model school at Dryn Mawr,
ussluted by his wife and Mile. Odier, who
are uwll graduates of the famous eurhytls-
mics school at Hellerau, near Iiresden,
Garmany.

Eurhythmica Is herulded by famous phy-
gleal and musical Instructors In Burope
as Innugurating & new era in educationsl
work. The ldes Iy that munslcal notes can
be Interpreled by means of movements of
the body mpd c¢an be appliéd to all other
wtudies In the same manner. Pupils who
huva proved deficiant In thelr studies in
schodals and  universitien have shown
marked Improvement ufter thking 4 courss
In eurhythmics.
